Here he believes lies the principal flaw both for the security of the 
operations and of the BHE.

ABRAMCHtt and RAGttU both feel 
that a man who has been asked to give up his employment, to live a cover- 
story to explain his disappearance trom his normal environment, drop all 
contacts with his friends, stc., should not be sent back Jobless and feeling 
insecure to his erstwhile milieu Just because he flunks his assessment teste. 
ABRAHCHXE apparently would expand this proposal even to Include candidates, 
which Judged by the CARRIAGE results alone, are deemed security suspects. 
AI&AUCHIK seems to feel that if a probable Soviet agent cannot be jailed 
he at least ought to be emigrated to an area where he cannot get Into the 
BHB's hair. 

5. lb answer to AEEAMOilK's points the undersigned explained that 
normally any requests from Mm or Major HAGltL ■ visions in the 

activities conducted at Munich should be channel tv ough the caee 

in that city since it is only with the concurrence of overseas cafe trs 

that Washington will consent to modifications. The undersigned did, however, 
offer to forward AERAMCHXK's views to Munich in order to gat the reactions 
of tbs ABCJDCR case officers there. The case officers also said that it might 
be poselble to give to suitable Byelorussian DP's, for instance to ecme of 
those of Major RAGtJLA'a fifty aseeaaaent candidates who are found psycho- 
logically unsuited to current operations , military training eo that their 
services could be used in wartime. The case officers mentioned that military 
training for DP's had reached the discuss ional stage la Washington, but that 
no firm planning for specific programs could be expected for at least three to 
four months. Some of the non-security rejectees could certainly be absorbed 
in these programs. The mention of military training fer Byelorussians worked 
a noticeable affect on ABRAMOHg who c cemented, that the BIS would appreciate 
the opportunity of furnishing candidates and of consulting with American 
. officials cm this subject, provided that seme assurance could be given that 
such soldiers would not be put Into action except against the Soviet Union 
and them preferably on Byelorussian soil. The ease officers replied that the 
\ military trainiig program would involve candidates only for use In a war with 
; the Soviet Union and that In all probability they would fight where they were 
\ beet suited to fight. A3UMCHXK was also advised that this whole plan Is 
j secret and lta existence oust not be revealed to anyone else. 
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6. According to ABRAMCHUK, C5QB plans to assess the 50 Byelorussian 
candidates as simultaneously as possible, ill 50 will be asked to take a 
few days leave from their jobs, oone to Htmioh for assesaaent aad then return 
to their plaoe of work to await father developments. To ibbahshtv this plan 
is fraught with nnnooeasary ha sards for security awl morale. Proa the security 
point of view, ABHAHCHU thinks, it is bad to have a plurality of candidates 
oone for ansessasnt st the sane tins since the rejected candidates should not 
know who has bean accepted and vice versa. ABBAM3HH implied that the 50 
cand i dates do not sow know of each others {dans and intentions. In addition, 
returning the ca ndi dates to their jobs after assessasnt will damage their 
norale. If t hey a re summoned practically slnal tens oualy far assessnents in 
Oemany, A BR A H jrflK foresees security complications stemming fro* the practically 
conc u rr en t travel of so nor; young sen from their rather mall aigrette. 
ABHAJCSH's first suggestion, that the candidates be kept together in Germany 
after their assessasnt was rejected by the Washington ease officers on the 
sane security grounds that ABRAHCHIK nsntionsd in eonnsetion with alnaltansous 
asMsaasnt. This subject was dropped without reaching any particular con- 
clusions except that Washington would forward to Munich iBRAHCffUC's views in 
the hope that a system satisfactory to both parties can be worked cut to 
minimise security, norale and prestige nishape resulting from assessment 
methods.

9. While expo un ding the necessity far CAKR1A<3 tests, the undersigned 
argued that since Hilda PAHKOT accused another member of the BHH, fnu 
KALT0H0V3KI, of being a Soviet agent and that if BUR members accuse each 
other of being Soviet agents, the American service cannot be blamed for 
wing the lie detector. Tbs esse officer mentioned also in passing that 
both PAHKOT end KALTOMWSK3 are reportedly maabers of the ABB.

Judging fro* AEHUCHIK'b facial expressions and tone of voice during this 
unsolicited statement, It can probably be said that he la <joite aware of the 
unfavorable American evaluation of the OUB/feandora and the ABH and therefore, 
in a word, he was trying to say "don't worry, ths BHR does not associate with 
those fallows. "

ABKAtCHIX 
has long been aware that the State Depertasnt la opposed to starting ary 
Byelorussian broadcast. Several Byelorussians tiio have discussed the natter 
with Mr. Foy Kohler have uaually received the following pat answer 1 all 
Byelorussians understand either Russian or Polish and elnoe there are broad- 
casts in both of those languages we see no necessity for a special Byelorussian 
progr aa . in addition, Kohler usually adds, the VQA. does not have sufficient 
money to finance such broadcasts, ill Bye lorus sians feel that Mr. Kohler is 
very Intractable to deal with. It la iBBlMCHIK's own opinion that Kohler 'a 
answers are conpletely purposely misleading, inappropriate and specious for 
the State Department cannot be so disoriented that it falls to recognise the 
political significance of the non-Russian languages in the Soviet Union nor 
could ths expenses of a Byelorussian staff of ten people exhaust the vast 
appropriation that the VQA baa re calved. According to IBRUCHIK about 3 
Mill ion af the 16 Billion Byelorussians in ths Soviet Union can be said to 
understand perfectly. The official language of tbs Byelorussian 

Re public is not Russian but Byelorussian and the najority of publications 
for local consumption there, such ae newspapers, Stalin biographies, etc., 
are in Byelorussian and not la Russian. Even Csar Nicholas n was forced 
to recognise and condone the existence of a Byelorussian language. Since 
language is not only e scans of comunlcatlon but a major political briokr- 
bat In the BS8B, the lack of a Byelorussian program on tha VGA cannot but 
help the Soviet regime in their efforts to convince disaffected Byelorussians 
that the West agrees with the Soviet Union In considering the Byelorussians 
as hardly distinguishable from Russians. ABRiMCHU noted that there are 
broadcasts in the languages of all tha minute Baltic states (whose total 
populations do not amount to one-fourth that of Byelorussia) , in tha Polish 
language, In Ukrainian, and in Russian, that ia to say in all the languages 
of contiguous peoples, but tha VGA. has summarily disregarded the existence 
of 16 milli on Byelorussians. This is an error ihioh the United States will 
regret, ha added, for it gives Stalin another unearned and unopposed 
advantage in the cold war etruggle for men's minds.
